HOW FAR? 


A short time ago, Senator Hruska of Nebraska said: 
“No longer do we talk about whether federal agencies 
can be halted before they get too far into the City Hall 
or the Board of Education offices. Now the talk is 
whether or not it is possible even to preserve the City 
Hall or these offices . or whether city and school 
board officials will have to merge their offices with 
others already in the Federal building.” 

The Senator's picture is not an exaggerated one. 
An extensive system of federal aid to education has 
come into existence, and, if past precedent means any- 
thing at all, thé future will see a further extension 
with the inevitable federal controls that will accom- 
pany it. The advocates of the proposed cabinet-level De- 
partment of Urban Affairs apparently look to a future 
in which this agency will be responsible for dealing with 


just about every problem known to city dwellers. And 
federal grants for such municipal purposes as sewage 
systems and area redevelopment have already given 
the central government a dominant interest in añ? 
control ovr purely local matters. 

In other words, state and local governments are 
being staedily submerged and vast Washington burea- 
ucracies are taking over. The money cost is enormous. 
More important is the price paid through loss of local 
responsibility, local rights, and local pride and achieve- 
ment. The great question now is how far this move- 
ment, which is steadily destroying the traditional div- 
isions of powers between governing bodies, will be al- 
lowed to go. —Industrial News Review

nsula, alternately camping 
and patronizing available

As an objective article on 
one of our Pan American 
friends, and as interesting 
reading for the Student, as 
well as the grown-ups, we 
are offering his story as 
written, 

“In a country now bristling 
with the new-found prestige 
of an emerging industrial 
society, Mexico's Yucatan 
peninsula maintains an un- 
canny gaze toward the 
earth bound centuries of its 
past. 

In subtle ways the Yuca- 
tan and its rural inhabitants 
remain an introverted re- 
flection of a long-destroyed 
civilization the Mayas, 
a brilliant Indian people 
who lived and flourished 
here long. before Europe 
ever came of age. 

The turreted mining com- 
plexes of the northern Mex 
ico yield here to palm- 
sprinkled hemp fields. An 
odd assortment of aging ox- 
carts and third-hand Henry 
J's quietly replace the ear- 
piercing traffic of an urban 
and crowded Mexico City. 
Frocked, toffee-skinned ma 
trons sell corn in the soft 
dusty shade of walled vil- 
lages. Their quiet guttural 
tones mark a reverent con- 
trast to the brazen market- 
cries of the north. 

A more mystical traveler 
might say the land has 
turned to a hushed worship 
of itself and its past. And he 
might be right. 

A RURAL PENINSULA 

The Yucatan itself is a 
flat, green peninsula on the 
southeastern coast of Mex- 
ico, Its 70,000 square miles 
from the lower boundary 
of the Gulf of Mexico, mak- 
ing the Yucatan roughly the 
size of South Viet Nam. 

Most of its present day 
inhabitants are farmers, 
tillers of the soil: In long 
flat fields they raise hene- 
quen for use in making rope 
and twine; *cacao, chicle, 


coffee and tobacco for the 
world’s storebins. 

Now and then the towers 
of a random sugar mill rise

AN ORDEAL. NOT A

Juan Rubio Viacondes, an 
urbane law student from 
Mexico City listened incre- 
dulously to tales from our 
Yucatan visit. 

“The Yucantan,” he mp 
plied with ruffled compo- 
sure, “is fine for an ordeal, 
but not a vacation.” 

“Traditionally, it has been 
the backward cousin of a 
forward-looking family of 
Mexican states. Politicians 
in disgrace have been sent 
to its backwaters. Hardened 
convicts are “given a choice 
of a term in the dungeons 
or a score of years in the 
malaria-ridden chicle farms 
of Quintana Roo ( a provin- 
ce of the Yucatan).

With an improper focus, 
a trip to the Yucatan can 
turn into a nightmare of pe- 
tulant cab drivers and half- 
baked lectures on Mayan 
sites easily forgotten in a 
fortnight. And in this night- 
mare, the value of a sudden 
and immediate encounter 
with the workings, failings 
and successes of another 
culture are lost. The sum 
total of a trip becomes the 
weak phrase, ‘Yes, I've been 
there.’ No more, no less, 

I AM A MAYA 

There is a side, though, 
our Mexican law student 
missed, Consider Francisco 
Cauich Itza, a Mayan lad of 
eighteen and a natural ar- 
tist, We met him on Isla de 
Mujerees, a spa off the sou- 
thern coast of the peninsula. 

The Sunday bullfight had 
just let out, and amid the 
bobbing heads of a rag-tag 
army of departing specta- 
tors ,we managed to catch 
his face with a photograph. 
He immediately countered 
with a sketch of us, and we 
soon fell upon him with a 
leisurely barrage of ques- 
tions: 

We: — “Are you a tour- 
ist?? 

(His head perked back a 
bit, reeling from the status 
of a misrecognition he'd ne- 
ver experienced before). 

Francisco: — No, 1 live 
on the island, and work as 
a clerk in my uncles’ store. 
I must support my mother 
and sisters. My father died 
a few years back, orphaning 
both me and my artistic am- 
bition. Perhaps some day 
TIl save enough and go to 
the Capital and sketch. 

We — Do you speak Ma- 
yan. 

Mayan? 

Francisco: — Of course. 

(He rattled off a few sen- 
tences in a language sound- 
ing remarkably oriental, He 
continued in Spanish, and 
we boggled as he anticipat-

Francisco — You see, we 
still speak Mayan among 
ourselves. In a way it’s our 
badge. Some of us prefer 
to forget they are Mayan, 
as if by affecting Spanish 
ways they could be releas- 
ed from the bonds of their 
past. But not I. I am what 
I am, a Maya, I can't deny 
the heritage of centuries,

th had failed. It was to be 
because the Mayan inner 
discipline was no longer at 
the service of the state. 

And the disintegration of 
the Maya world was slow 
but sure in its pace. 

At the informal, village 
level the Mayas enjoyed a 
local court system which re- 
flected their ideal of moder- 
ation. The judge was a vil- 
lage elder who often knew 
the quarrelling parties per- 
sonally. As judge, he was 
jess interested in the actual 
outcome of the case, His 
most consuming interest lay 
in trying to bring the par- 
ties to friendly terms. And 
settled disputes in Mayan 
lower courts often brought 
new bonds of friendship be- 
tween former adversaries. 

But the fate of justice in 
the great temple cities was 
another question. 

There the autocratic priest 
ruler group held sway over 
the affairs of men, serving 
at once as emperors, priests 
and high judges. The local 
village courts had tried to 


were prosecuted, fines le- 
vied, practices instituted not 
because the collective voice 
of Mayan society clamored 
for them, But rather be- 
cause it was to the interest 
of the Mayan high priests. 

The laws beaming out 
from the temple cities be- 
gan to reflect less and less 
what lay in the hearts and 
consciousness of the simple 
Mayan layman. Slowly the 
state lost touch with its 


le. 

What had been a com- 
plex, wealthy and learned 
society relapsed into the 
dullness of ignorance and 
disorganization. 

But because the Maya ru- 
ler was blind to the fact 
that his best resource lay 
in the disciplined and will- 
ing hearts of his country- 
men, 

When the Itzas, a warrior 
tribe from the North of 
Mexico, invaded the Mayan 
realm around “the time of 
the Vikings, they found the 
weak and bittersalt remains 
of a people who fell ‘not 
with a bang, but a whim-

What did his indus- 
try, integrity, honesty, sen- 
sitivity, openness, ambition, 
respect have to do with the 
spectacle of magnificent 
temples sprawled over the 
jungle floor? With the pag- 
eant of the rise and fall of 
a fascinating civilization? 

Perhaps nothing more 
than to show that the hu- 
man seed of love planted by 
a people centuries ago lives 
on, and in the end is their 
most ‘enduring monument. 

And this perhaps is the 
lesson of a journey. After 
all, temples are measured 
in more than square feet.
